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Three are 
injured 
in serious 
collisions 

THREE people — including 
two teenage girls — were 
seriously injured after be¬ 
ing run over in two separate 
incidents in Dudley on Mon¬ 
day evening. 

In the first accident a man 
in his mid 30s was struck 
by a car near the cemetery 
on Queens Cross, Dudley. 
Around 40 minutes later, 
just after 10pm, two girls 
were hit by a car in Valley 
Road, Upper Gornal. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokesman 
Murray MacGregor said: “A 
14-year-old girl was taken to 
Russells Hall Hospital with 
a suspected fracture to her 
ankle. A 13-year-old was 
taken to Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital with a po¬ 
tentially serious hip injury. 

“The driver of the car, 
a man in his late teens or 
early 20s, was unhurt.” 

In the first crash a man 
was left with a ‘potentially 
serious’ head injury. An 
ambulance that was taking 
another patient to Russells 
Hall Hospital came on the 
scene and provided aid to 
the man until another am¬ 
bulance arrived. 

Mr MacGregor said: “He 
was immobilised using a 
specialist stretcher and 
head blocks before being 
taken on blue lights to the 
major trauma centre at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital, 
Birmingham.” 

Man stabbed 
in the heart 

A YOUNG man who was 
stabbed in the heart outside 
a Dudley pub was in a ‘sta¬ 
ble’ condition in hospital on 
Tuesday. 

Two people have been 
arrested on suspicion of at¬ 
tempted murder following 
the attack in the car park of 
The Earl of Dudley Arms in 
the early hours of Sunday. 

The 21-year-old victim 
from Dudley underwent 
surgery after being taken 
to Russells Hall Hospital at 
around 4am. He is under¬ 
stood to have been found on 
a bench at the pub car park. 


HOMES PLAN 
FOR MEB SITE 


PLANS have been revealed for a de¬ 
velopment to create more than 60 
new homes on the site of the former 
MEB headquarters. 

A mix of townhouses and apartments is being 
tabled by developers for the site in Halesowen. 

Developers A&J Mucklow Group have already been re¬ 
sponsible of the transformation of the old electrical board 


base and now plan further 
development on land off 
Mucklow Hill. 

It is the latest scheme 
to be proposed for the site 
which was bought by A & J 
Mucklow in 1998. The orig¬ 
inal six-acre industrial land 
had previously been home to 
the electrical board which 
had been developed from 
the 1930s. But after the land 
was sold, the developer set 
to work creating a range of 
offices and knocking down 
old buildings. 

Appropriate 

The MEB building was re¬ 
furbished and re-let. 

The housing scheme has 
been proposed for the re¬ 
maining part of the site 

The planning applica¬ 
tion submitted on behalf of 
the site owners said that 
they believe this would be 
a important scheme for the 
town. 

“The redevelopment of 
this brownfield site into a 
residential development is 
considered appropriate in 
its location and use,” said 
the report. “The planned 
buildings will reinforce and 
strengthen regeneration 
of Halesowen and this cur¬ 
rently redundant site.” 

One resident has claimed 
in a letter to the council 
that there would be traffic 
problems created with more 
vehicles at more homes and 
that Mucklow Hill is al¬ 
ready busy with traffic.

In 2009, planning per¬ 
mission was approved for 
housing on the site, despite 
concerns raised by a local 
conservation group. 

The Friends of the 
Leasowes said they were 
not opposed to the homes 
scheme but feared it could 
jeopardise the future of 
trees that surround nearby 
Leasowes Park. 

There are a number of 
mature trees that the group 
said would be impossible to 
replace and the group was 
determined to ensure that 
they were protected. 

Objections were also 
lodged by residents living in 
surrounding streets.

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Leisure centres are facing review 


A REVIEW over the future manage¬ 
ment of three council-run leisure 
centres is taking place as bosses 
look to trim budgets. 

Dudley Council has confirmed one 
of the options could be transferring 
the management of the centres to a 
private company. 

The council currently runs Dud¬ 
ley and Halesowen leisure centres 
as well as the Crystal Leisure Cen¬ 


tre in Stourbridge, which are used 
by thousands of people every year. 

Council bosses said the review 
would consider a range of options 
for future management of the sites 
to look at whether savings could be 
made. 

This would be on top of the cur¬ 
rent programme of £32 million of 
cuts over the next three years. 

Director of urban environment 


John Millar said the council faced 
‘a very challenging financial situa¬ 
tion’ and all departments had been 
tasked with identifying savings. 

Mr Millar said: “The council is 
currently considering a range of op¬ 
tions with regard to the future man¬ 
agement of the borough’s leisure 
centres to ensure that residents 
and visitors alike have affordable 
access to leisure facilities which in 


turn contributes to the health and 
wellbeing of those using them. 

“The council does face a very 
challenging financial situation and 
all council service areas have been 
challenged to find savings whilst 
maintaining service provision wher¬ 
ever possible. 

“No decisions have been made at 
this time and we are continuing to 
look at what options are available.”

HOSPITAL bosses have apologised after a 
father-of-three died after doctors failed to 
act on signs he was suffering heart prob¬ 
lems while having a routine knee operation. 

The Royal Orthopaedic Hospital in Birmingham 
has apologised and admits liability in the case which 
led to the death of Robert Collett of Halesowen. 

An inquest into the part-time driver’s death heard that 


the surgery in February 
2011 went ahead despite 
the 62-year-old complaining 
of chest pains and feeling 
unwell. 

Lawyers acting for his 
family say that in the week 
before his operation an as¬ 
sessment showed an abnor¬ 
mal heart monitor reading. 

Expert evidence com¬ 
piled by the law firm Irwin 
Mitchell found he would in 
all likelihood still be alive if 
staff had stopped the knee 
surgery when he started 
showing signs of cardiac dis¬ 
tress in theatre. 

Mr Collett’s widow An¬ 
gela said: “If they had taken 
note and listened to what 
he was saying he might still 
have been here today.” 

Mr Collett was rushed to 
Birmingham City Hospital 
after the operation but died 
hours later. 

He and his wife had been 
due to celebrate their 28th 
wedding anniversary and go 
on a safari holiday. 

He had three children, 
Nicola Jones, 35, Adele, 28, 
and Mark, 26, as well as two 
grandchildren, four-year-old 
Max and Lacey, aged two. 

Mrs Collett, aged 54, 
worked at the Royal Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital at the time 
of her husband’s death. She 
has since left and now works 
as a palliative care nurse. 

An independent review 
carried out by The Royal 
College of Anaesthetists 
after Mr Collett’s death 
found poor communication 
and leadership, as well as a 
low standard of pre-opera¬ 
tive assessment and record 
keeping.

Jo Chambers, chief exec¬ 
utive at the hospital trust, 
said: “The Royal Orthopae¬ 
dic Hospital NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust apologises 
sincerely to the family of 
Robert Collett for their loss 
and the on going distress 
this has caused. The trust 
has admitted liability in this 
case for failure to discon¬ 
tinue the patient’s opera¬ 
tion when there were clear 
indications that this should 
have been considered.” 

She said since 2011 the 
trust had made improve¬ 
ments. 

“The trust has developed 
a new method of pre-oper¬ 
ative assessment where a 
consultant anaesthetist is 
available to consider pre-ex¬ 
isting conditions likely to 
affect surgery and to call 
for additional tests as nec¬ 
essary. We have extended 
and improved our training 
within the operating team 
and carried out a peer re¬ 
view of best practice to 
improve communication. 
We’re carrying out an on¬ 
going review of record keep¬ 
ing.”

MP steps up campaign for tougher knife law

Christina Edkins 


AN MP has stepped up his cam¬ 
paign for prison sentences for 
people caught carrying knives, 
following the death of Halesowen 
schoolgirl Christina Edkins on a 
Birmingham bus. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris has called for the 
mandatory punishment since the 
16-year-old was stabbed to death on 
her way to Leasowes High School 
last year. 

Christina was attacked by men¬ 
tally ill Philip Simelane, who later 


pleaded guilty to manslaughter on 
the grounds of diminished responsi¬ 
bility and was sentenced to an inde¬ 
terminate hospital order. 

Speaking in the House of Com¬ 
mons, Mr Morris said a mandatory 
prison sentence should be given to 
‘send the strongest signal that car¬ 
rying knives is unacceptable and 
will be punished’. 

Justice Secretary Chris Grayling 
said he wants to change the sen¬ 
tencing policy on knife crime. Mr 
Morris backed amendments to the 


Criminal Justice and Courts Bill for 
a six-month minimum jail sentence 
for adults convicted of carrying a 
knife for a second time. 

The Conservative MP said: “I 
promised Christina Edkins’ family 
that I would take up the issue of 
knife crime and would campaign for 
a change in the law to make sure 
that people caught carrying illegal 
knives receive the prison sentences 
they deserve. The Government has 
done a lot already to toughen up 
knife laws, including ending simple 


police cautions for carrying an ille¬ 
gal knife and introducing minimum 
sentences — but we need to go fur¬ 
ther to make sure that people know 
that carrying an illegal knife will be 
treated the same as carrying a gun. 

“I know that the Government is 
restricted by what can be agreed 
with coalition partners, but I be¬ 
lieve that this issue is so important 
that we must put it forward in the 
House of Commons. If other parties 
want to vote it down, they will have 
to explain why to their own voters.” 


Teens found guilty over 
spate of racist attacks 


FIVE teenagers have been found guilty of 
involvement in four racist attacks, which in¬ 
cluded an eight-year-old boy being slapped 
and spat at as his family left a mosque. 

District Judge Terence English told the five that they 
should not think they will be going home when they face 
sentence later this month.The five, aged 15 and 16 who 
cannot be named for legal reasons, were found guilty last

They were involved in 
four attacks in Old Hill and 
Cradley Heath in October. 

The charges included 
using threatening, abusive 
or insulting words or behav¬ 
iour to cause harassment, 
alarm or distress and using 
such words so that peo¬ 
ple would believe violence 
would be used against them, 
and criminal damage. 

On October 16, a 68-year- 
old Asian man was verbally 
abused by a group of youths 
at the corner of Trinity 
Street and Lawrence Lane, 
before being assaulted by 
one of them. The second 
incident took place a day 
later when a frail man, 70, 
was walking home from a 
mosque in Highgate Street 
when he was verbally 
abused racially by a group 
of males. One assaulted him. 

On October 20 an Asian 
man in his 40s was in his 
car outside a takeaway 
in Cradley Heath when it 
was damaged to the point 
of being written off, after 
being kicked by a gang. Ra¬ 
cial slurs were heard. On 
October 24, a young family 
were leaving a mosque on 
Plant Street when they were 
verbally and racially abused 
before an eight-year-old boy 
was slapped and spat at. 

The youths will be sen¬ 
tenced at Sandwell Youth 
Court on May 29. A 17-year- 
old, who cannot be named, 
already pleaded guilty to 
racially-aggravated assaults.

New shops 
are on the 
way for 
Merry Hill 

THE new operator of the 
Merry Hill shopping com¬ 
plex is looking to attract 
new shops and restaurants. 

Intu Properties, which 
has purchased 50 per cent of 
the centre in Brierley Hill, is 
also planning to improve the 
malls. The centre, ranked in 
the UK’s top 25 shopping 
centres, is being re-branded 
as intu Merry Hill. The com¬ 
pany has also bought a shop¬ 
ping centre in Derby. 

Chief executive David Fis- 
chel said: “We are delighted 
to have concluded such a 
significant transaction, re¬ 
inforcing our position as the 
leading owner, developer 
and manager of top UK 
shopping centres, with intu 
Derby and intu Merry Hill 
increasing our national cov¬ 
erage of branded centres.” 

Lonond-based Intu has 
an investment plan of £1.2 
billion over 10 years with 
projects at most of its 25 
centres. It has yet to reveal 
specific details for Merry 
Hill but it is keen to attract 
new tenants. A management 
report said the company was 
looking at ‘repositioning the 
tenant line-up including 
increasing catering and lei¬ 
sure and improving the mall 
environment’ leading to 
‘significant rental growth’. 

Intu has spent £407.7m 
buying Westfield’s share of 
Merry Hill. The other half is 
owned by Australian invest¬ 
ment body QIC. Merry Hill 
has 10,000 parking spaces 
and Intu has pledged to 
keep parking free. 


Mother, 37, died jumping 

in front of express train 


A WOMAN’S state of mind before she was hit 
by a train in Smethwick will never be known 
for certain, an inquest heard. 

Mother-of-one Kiran Salim Siddiqi was diagnosed 
with paranoid schizophrenia in 1998, Smethwick 
Coroner’s Court heard. 

The 37-year-old divorcee had medicated her illness and 
always cooperated with mental health services but she had 


relapses of problems over 
the years, when she would 
have delusions, the inquest 
was told. 

Ms Siddiqi, of Wellington 
Road, Edgbaston, died after 
being hit by a non-stop train 
travelling through Smeth¬ 
wick Galton Bridge station 
on November 30. The cause 
of death was multiple inju¬ 
ries from the collision. 

Eye witness Teresa Drake 
gave a statement to say 
she was on the station at 
around 10am when a warn¬ 
ing came over the loud¬ 
speaker that the oncoming 
train would not stop. 

She then described Ms 
Siddiqi walking to the edge 
of the platform, and jump¬ 
ing onto the tracks with her 
arms out horizontally and 
was then hit by the train. 

She added: “I relive this 
incident every day and have 
anxiety and need to see my 
GP.” 

Malcolm Dobson, from 
British Transport Police, 
also provided a statement 
after reviewing CCTV say¬ 
ing there was ‘no suspicious 
activity’ prior to Ms Siddi-

qi’s death. Neil Riley, the 
driver of the Virgin Pen- 
dolino service from London 
Euston to Wolverhampton 
that collided with Ms Sid¬ 
diqi, said that he did not see 
her prior to hearing a ‘loud 
bang’ and braking hard. 

Assistant Black Country 
coroner Angus Smillie said 
no note had been left at the 
station to suggest Ms Siddi- 
qi’s state of mind before her 
death and mobile phone re¬ 
cords provided no clues. 

He said he could not be 
certain whether she was suf¬ 
fering a mental health epi¬ 
sode or relapse at the time 
of her death and so recorded 
an open verdict. 

The inquest heard that 
she leaves behind an 
11-year-old daughter. 

Her uncle Dr Aleem 
Akhtar has previously de¬ 
scribed his niece, a qualified 
solicitor who was working as 
a volunteer in a hairdress¬ 
er’s salon, as a ‘gentle and 
loving person’.

She performed in three sell-out con¬ 
certs with 1,200 fans each time during 
a week-long tour during the Easter 
break. 

It promoted her album Beautiful 
World, but also coincided around the 
time of the tragic ferry disaster which 
rocked the whole country and made 
headlines across the world. 


It saw the kind-hearted teenager 
pledge to donate profits from her con¬ 
certs to help families of the victims. 

“It was really sad, everyone was re¬ 
ally down over there. I had heard it all 
over the news,” Connie says. 

“I felt really bad for all the people, 
they are so welcoming, it was just un¬ 
believably tragic.” 

And of the decision to donate to the 
cause, she admits: “Everyone was really 
grateful, it was the least we could do.” 

Her mother Sharon says it was a sad 
experience, but the reaction to Connie 


had been fantastic. “It was such a sad 
time to go with the ferry incident,” she 
says. “But she had such a welcome to 
Korea. They just loved her. There were 
people turning up who couldn’t get a 
ticket and they were waiting.” 

Her success in music has given the 
schoolgirl the chance to visit the world 
and perform in front of thousands of 
fans, the most believed to be around 
25,000 at the 02 Arena. 

Sharon says it is has been an experi¬ 
ence for the entire family and great op¬ 
portunity for them to have travelled the 
globe. Occasionally Sharon and husband 
Gavin, 46, will bring Connie’s brother 
Joshua, 20, and sister Mollie, 18 along. 

“It has been interesting seeing differ¬ 
ent cultures and meeting really nice peo¬ 
ple. It has given Connie the opportunity 
to see the world.” 

Despite other interests like any other 
teenager girl it is still music which plays 
an important part in Connie’s life. 

“She is doing a lot of songwriting her¬ 
self to make it in England she realises 
you have got to get your own material 
together,” says Sharon. 

“In her heart she would like to be a 
pop star. I think she will do pop ballads, 
maybe like Beyonce.” 

Even with her fame, education still 
remains at the forefront for Connie, and 
maintaining her friends group. 

“Connie loves school. We never have 
to ask her to do any homework,” her 
mother says. 

Connie agrees. “I do like to be at 
school,” she adds, saying that her fa¬ 
vourite subjects are ‘music, English and 
art’. I do a lot of practicing on the piano 
and guitar,” she adds. 

Connie regularly treats fans to her fa¬ 
vourite songs recorded to camera at her 
home and then uploaded on YouTube. 

But the video which still reigns su¬ 
preme is her Britain’s Got Talent au¬ 
dition in which she blew the audience 
away with Somewhere Over The Rain¬ 
bow. It has attracted more than 122 mil¬ 
lion views. 



ARE the Liberal Democrats still a 
mainstream political party?

It portrayed the Lib Dem lead¬ 
er as an ‘un-credible shrinking 
man’ over broken promises such 
as scrapping tuition fees. The 
sad thing for the Deputy Prime 
Minister is he’s a man being 
kicked when he is down. 

And while the Black Country 
was never really Liberal Demo¬ 
crat heartland, pop over the bor¬ 
der into Cannock Chase and it 
was only four years ago that they 
were the biggest party. Now they 
have people standing for them in 
just six out of 13 wards. 

So no-one can really blame 
Labour for making an appeal to 
the disaffected voters who have 
abandoned the Lib Dems. They 
need a champion and Ed Milib¬ 
and wants to be it. 

Shrewd 

It’s a shrewd, if spitefully han¬ 
dled, move to try to bring them 
into the fold, given that the Euro¬ 
pean Union cheerleaders stand 
utterly opposed to the prime rai¬ 
son d’etre of Ukip (Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s recent ex-Lib Dem turned 
Ukip councillor Malcolm Gwin¬ 
nett aside). 

I rang up the Lib Dem press 
office to put the question of 
whether they are still a main¬ 
stream party to them.The man 
who answered the phone sound¬ 
ed as though it was the most ri¬ 
diculous thing he’d ever heard, 
as though I was asking if the sun 
was going to rise tomorrow. He 
replied: “Well, of course we are, 
we’re in government.” 

Later on I got the reply that 
the party was still fielding more 
candidates than Ukip anywhere 
else in the country. After weeks 
of reading about the Euroscep¬ 
tics, I wouldn’t blame anyone for 
having Farage Fatigue. But Ukip 
are presenting themselves as a 
mainstream party now - around 
here anyway. They have a frac¬ 
tion of the party membership of 
the Tories but managed to stand 
in the vast majority of wards. 

The Conservatives, as the 
senior party in Government, 
should be standing everywhere 
without exception. But they 
failed to apply to put anyone 
up in West Bromwich Central, 
leaving a two-horse race - La¬ 
bour and Ukip. Anyone there 
who might put themselves to the 
right of centre may feel pretty 
cheesed off at the lack of choice.

Guide dog Willow gives 
birth to litter of 14 pups 


AND they call it puppy love... 
meet this adorable litter of 
labradors and their moth¬ 
er Willow, who are to be the 
live-in companions for blind 
people in the region. 

These 14 guide dog puppies are 
tiny bundles of fluff at just six 
days old but in weeks to come 
they will begin training to help 
blind and partially sighted people. 

They are currently keeping their 
minders awake around the clock with 
bottle feeds every two hours. 

Retired couple Tony and Margaret 
Creed, both 68, from Norton, have 
been involved with the Guide Dog for 
the Blind Association for 18 years and 
were first introduced to Willow when 
they began puppy walking her. 

Scanned 


Mr Creed said: “Willow is now three 
and a half years old and she had her 
first litter in February 2013. She had 
ten pups the first time round and on 
now she has given birth to an incredi¬ 
ble litter of 14 pups.” 

Willow was scanned and it was 
thought she was carrying a litter of 
eight, so the couple were shocked by 
the eventual outcome. 

Mr Creed added: “She had 14 pup¬ 
pies over 12 hours but is doing fine.” 

In total Willow gave birth to nine 
females and five males and both the 
mother and her pups are healthy. 

Willow’s pups are all to be given 
names starting with the letter S, with 
one puppy being called Star after the 
couple’s favourite newspaper, the Ex¬ 
press & Star, The Chronicle’s sister 
daily. 

The couple are being kept busy help¬ 
ing Willow with feeds every two hours 
and will have their hands full for the 
next six weeks until the puppies are 
old enough to leave their mother. They

will then go to the Guide Dog’s Na¬ 
tional Breeding Centre in Leamington 
Spa, Warwickshire. 

From there the puppies are sent to 
puppy walkers and for the first twelve 
months of a guide dogs life, they live 
with their puppy walker who gets 
them used to every day life. 

When the puppies are one year old 
they go back to Guide Dog’s National 


Breeding Centre for more training and 
are then matched to a blind person. 

It costs £50,000 to breed, train and 
support a guide dog during it’s work¬ 
ing life but Guide Dogs get no Gov¬ 
ernment funding. Meanwhile, when 
someone loses their sight, Guide Dogs 
are there to make sure they don’t lose 
their freedom as well.

Scouting footballers who joined up 
to fight for their King and country 


IT is a photograph that thou¬ 
sands of young men have posed 
for over the years. 

Preparing for a new football season 
members of the Bilston Scouts Old 
Boys 1913-14 gathered for a team pho¬ 
tograph. 

But a little over a year later every mem¬ 
ber of the group had bravely answered their 
country’s call for duty in the First World 
War. 

Like so many of their era, the boys, most 
of whom were between the ages of 17 and 
19, had quickly become men. 

Twelve members of the 1st Bilston Scout 
group signed up for the Great War on the 
same day in September 1914. Two did not 
return home. 

The photographs feature Lance Corporal 
William Harpin and Corporal Arthur Fla- 
vell, 23, who were both killed in action in 
France. 

Another of those pictured is believed to 
be W T Morgan, who went on to become a

lieutenant-colonel, while others are thought 
to include Jack Turton, Wilf Jay, H Stew¬ 
ard and a Mr Darby. Sadly others captured 
in the photograph remain unknown, their 
identities lost over the years. 

The men were paid tribute to at a St 
George’s Day service in the Bilston Town 
Hall. 

Denis Evans is treasurer of the 1st Bil¬ 
ston Scout Group - which is thought to be 
the oldest in the world having been founded 
in 1908, the same year Robert Baden-Pow- 
ell published his book Scouting for Boys. 

He said the ceremony was a fitting trib¬ 
ute to a fine body of men. 

“It puts it all into perspective when you 
look at the pictures,” said the 71-year-old, 
who was made an MBE for his services to 
the Scouting movement. 

“They were all youngsters getting ready 


for the football season and enjoying their 
time as Scouts. Then within a short time 
they are preparing for war. 

“They didn’t know what they were get¬ 
ting into. They felt it was their duty to join 
up. They were all brave. They just thought 
it was the right thing to do. 

“We wanted to pay tribute to the group 
and pay our respects to all scouts who were 
lost during the war. ” 

The ceremony featured a performance of 
the Last Post, played on the bugle by Karen 
Mason, great-niece of William Harpin. 

The Bilston-born lance corporal, served 
with the 3rd (The King’s Own) Hussars and 
was killed in action in France in October 
1915. 

Mrs Mason, who lives in Bilston, said she 
had not known her great-uncle had been a 
Scout until she was contacted by Mr Evans. 

“We knew he was buried in France, but 
part of the family tree had got lost over the 
years,” she said. 

“My granddad had a number of brothers 
and two of them were killed in the war, but 


we didn’t realise William had died so early. 
To see that he hadn’t been forgotten was 
wonderful.” 

The 1st Bilston group had been given the 
photograph clipped from a newspaper of the 
day showing the 12 boys who joined up at 
the outbreak of the war when celebrating 
its 100th birthday in 2008. 

Mr Evans managed to track William 
Harpin down to a home address in Great 
Bridge Road, Bilston. Through that he was 
able to trace relatives. Mr Evans also dis¬ 
covered that Mr Harpin had worked for Jo¬ 
seph Sankey, Bilston. 

He was 18 when he died having served 
for up to 18 month. It is known that many 
teenagers gave false ages in their enthusi¬ 
asm to sign up. 

Cpl Flavell proved even more of a chal¬ 
lenge since the letter on the roll call initially 
appeared to spell the surname as Havell. 
But once that confusion had been resolved 
he was finally found to have lived in Cose- 
ley. Mr Evans continued: “It took a lot of 
work but was well worth all the effort.”

Helping hands keeping 
history alive at museum

IT HOUSES more than 
60,000 objects and occupies 
26-acres of land. 

Bringing history to life at the 
Black Country Living Museum in 
Dudley is not an easy task. 

But a team of around 160 volunteers 
help make it all possible. 

Unpaid workers assist in the con¬ 
servation and care for the collections 
at the attraction and promote the mu¬ 
seum’s work. 

A range of roles are carried out by 
volunteers at the museum including 
restoration work, fronting demonstra¬ 
tions, public talks and lectures and ar¬ 
chival research. 

Bosses are seeking younger vol¬ 
unteers to sign up after securing a 
£263,300 grant from the Arts Council 
England’s Strategic Support Fund. 
The cash will also be used for the com¬ 
missioning of bespoke film productions 
and new digital projects. 

Enthusiasm 

Museum spokeswoman Laura 
Wakelin said: “We are very grateful 
to our volunteers for their additional 
support and enthusiasm. So much so 
that we are looking to expand our vol¬ 
unteer base by creating volunteering 
opportunities for young people aged 16 
to 25 in the Black Country with some 
funding that we have recently secured 
from Arts Council England’s Strategic 
Support Fund.” 

There is a still active Friends of the 
Black Country Museum group which 
was the driving force behind the for¬ 
mation and opening of the museum in 
the 1970s. Since then members have 
supported the attraction by collecting 
exhibits, manning displays, promoting 
the museum, organising events and 
making donations. The Friends group 
meet monthly for a programme of 
talks, walks and visits to other places 
of interest. 


The Motor Company volunteers 
meet on a weekly basis at the museum 
to maintain and restore the vast col¬ 
lection of vintage vehicles and to reg¬ 
ularly operate the vehicles around the 
village. 

The volunteers join in the museum’s 
regular events programme including 


the Festival of Black Country Vehi¬ 
cles, the Monthly Marvellous Motors 
and Fathers’ Day. 

Volunteers also assist in the op¬ 
eration of the trolleybus system and 
maintain the overhead wire systems, 
also providing drivers for the muse¬ 
um’s electric tramway.

School coffee morning is 
boost for dementia charity 


A COFFEE morning at a primary 
school raised hundreds of pounds in 
aid of a dementia charity. 

Dawley Brook Primary School in 
Kingswinford held the community 
fundraising event in aid of Alzheim¬ 
er’s Society and raised £250 in just 
a few hours. 

The school on Dubarry Avenue 
organised a special assembly where 
pupils and members of the home 
and school association presented a 
cheque to Emily Woodward, commu¬ 
nity fundraiser for the society. 

Mrs Woodward said: “It is fantas¬ 
tic that the school chose to support 
us and to organise events in aid of 
the society and to help raise aware¬ 
ness of the work we do, not only 
within the school but to help spread 


the message through the community 
with a coffee morning. 

“Currently in the West Midlands 
alone there are 70,000 people suffer¬ 
ing from dementia and we believe 
that figure will rise to more than 
90,000 by 2021. One in three peo¬ 
ple over 65 will go on to develop a 
form of dementia and it is not just 
memory loss, it often impacts on the 
whole family and as a charity we rely 
on people’s generosity to be able to 
continue providing support. 

Mrs Woodward added: “The 
money the home and school asso¬ 
ciation has raised will go towards 
maintaining a number of local sup¬ 
port groups including peer support 
groups and our dementia support 
service.” 



Workers’ housing 
benefit claims soar 

THE number of working people claiming housing ben¬ 
efit in the West Midlands has soared, says the Labour 
Party. The party released figures saying there were 
thousands more people forced to rely on welfare to cover 
the cost of their rent, despite having a job. 

It comes as the opposition is demanding laws to scrap 
fees charged by letting agents to tenants, which it says 
cost some people as much as £500 just to get the keys. 

The party claims there were 4,967 working age peo¬ 
ple on housing benefit in Sandwell last year, compared 
with 3,046 in 2010. Wolverhampton had 4,056 claimants 
in 2013, compared with 2,373 in 2010 while in Dudley 
the number went from 2,574 to 4,202. In Walsall it was 
4,423, compared with 2,634. 

Emma Reynolds, shadow housing minister and MP for 
Wolverhampton North East, said: “The Government has 
failed to tackle the real issues behind housing benefit. 
They are not building enough new homes and that keeps 
house prices out of reach for many people.”

Past action 
has 'curbed 
weapons 
in schools' 


HARD-HITTING security measures which 
saw metal detectors installed in some Black 
Country schools several years ago have de¬ 
terred pupils from taking weapons into class. 

A national debate has been taking place on wheth¬ 
er security in schools needs to be increased in the 
wake of the wake of the stabbing of teacher Ann 
Maguire in Leeds. 


School bosses in the Black 
Country have told how tack¬ 
ling potential issues several 
years ago means pupils 
today know what is expected 
of them. 

Among the schools which 
have previously used metal 
detectors was the former 
Parkfield High school in 
Bilston. 

Staff used a portable de¬ 
vice back in 2008 to see if 
any pupils were carrying 
weapons. 

Priority 

Now the site is home to 
the South Wolverhampton 
& Bilston Academy, where 
bosses say such measures 
are no longer used. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Behaviour and safety at 
SWB Academy was judged 
recently by Ofsted as good 
with safeguarding proce¬ 
dures and practice being 
exemplary. The safety of 
staff, students and visitors 
is our priority and we are 
vigilant and proactive to en¬ 
sure SWB Academy remains 
a safe and enjoyable place to 
learn.” 

The former Tividale 
Community Arts College 
was among several schools 
which previously had a po¬ 
lice officer based on site at 
the same time as Parkfield 
was using metal detectors. 
It was before Tividale took

Ormiston Sandwell Com¬ 
munity Academy. 

Councillor Ian Jones 
oversaw children’s services 
at Sandwell Council when 
that move was made, before 
taking on his current role as 
jobs chief.

Last month it was re¬ 
vealed that 12 children have 
been excluded from schools 
in Wolverhampton for going 
in with weapons. Seven of 
the cases involved knives.

“He was also abusive to the female occupant.” 

The court heard when police arrived at the 


scene they found Carr with a dog lead and a 
50cm bat which had his name written on it. 

“He told police he had the dog chain because 
his dog had run off,” added Miss Collins. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said Carr, aged 23, 
had been in custody for the past three months 
after breaching a curfew order on February 4. 

He said: “It has been a difficult experience for 
him. He has tried to to access help for mental 
health issues whilst in prison.” 

Carr, of Stourbridge Road, Lye, pleaded guilty 
to affray. He was sentenced to a two-year com¬ 
munity order and placed on a 12-week curfew. 


Jewellers move 
after 40 years 

ONE of Dudley’s best-known jewellers 
has moved to a new shop in the town. 

Rex Johnson and Sons have launched 
the new store in the town’s Churchill 
Precinct and bosses said its first week of 
trading had been ‘very positive’. 

The company was based on Birdcage 
Walk for 40 years but moved after footfall 
declined. Owner David Johnson said the 
decision had not been taken lightly. 

“We had been in Birdcage Walk for a 
very long time and moving out was very 
sad for all of us,” he said. “However, after 
the closure of the Co-op store the amount 
of people coming into that part of the town 
fell.

Storehouse aims to 
invest in better future

A 16-month project to trans¬ 
form a former garage in 
Brierley Hill into a £500,000 
The The community centre 
has been completed. 

The premises were bought by mem¬ 
bers of the Albion Street Church con¬ 
gregation, which numbers around 60. 

The Storehouse boasts a range of 
facilities including a coffee lounge, 
a multi-media meeting room and an 
synthetic turf activity area. 

Storehouse project manager Trevor 
Fielding, aged 44, has spent more than 
a year converting the building which 
was last used as a food distribution 
centre. 

Graft 

It was bought by the church congre¬ 
gation for £325,000 and work started 
in January 2013. 

Mr Fielding initially offered the 
church a couple of weeks’ labour 
but has remained to see the project 
through. Working with him nearly 
every day on the 10,800 sq ft site have 
been church members Gary Colwell, 
Dave Coley and Maurice Edwards. 

Mr Colwell, 61, a retired assistant 
principal of Holly Hall Academy, said: 
“It’s certainly been hard graft but in¬ 
credibly rewarding to see everything 
gradually taking shape. 

“We now have a fully functional, 
commercial quality kitchen/coffee 
lounge, excellent office and welfare fa¬ 
cilities, a multi-media meeting room, 
Astro Turf activity area, as well as 
youth recreational facilities. None of 
this would have been possible but for 
the extremely generous giving of our 
members and others, including local 
businesses. 

“They’ve donated items such as a 
drum kit, a sound deck and speakers, 
as well as direct finance. Local trades¬ 
men have often given us preferred 
rates too.” 


The Storehouse name is taken from 
the story of Joseph in the Bible when 
he stored grain for times of famine. 

“We’re investing today for a better 
future, a better future for those in 
need now and a better future for local 
youngsters,” added Mr Colwell. 

An additional £10,000 is still needed 
to heat the indoor activity area. 

The site is shared as new headquar¬ 


ters for The Black Country Foodbank, 
running since 2006. It helps individu¬ 
als and families in crisis by provision 
of three days’ emergency food supplies 

A service featuring the Caminul 
Felix Romanian Choir took place to 
mark the opening of The Storehouse. 

On June 7 it hosts Dudley Volun¬ 
teers Fair from 10am. An open day 
showcases facilities on June 21.

The final chapter of a 
remarkable life is told 


O ctober 27, 2014 marks the 

centenary of the birth of Dylan 
Thomas, the Swansea-born 
poet who is now regarded as a giant 
of 20th-century literature. 

We can expect heaps of 
programmes about him in the coming 
months (including a performance of 
his most famous work, Under Milk 
Wood, featuring a cast of famous 
Welsh faces, including Tom Jones, 
Sian Phillips and Matthew Rhys), but 
getting in first is this drama, Dylan 
Thomas: A Poet in New York, BBC2, 
9pm about his final days before his 
death at the age of 39 in 1953. 

Tom Hollander plays Thomas, 
despite admitting that he wasn’t 
particularly a fan before filming began. 

“I was aware of him although I didn’t 
know his poetry very well, but I got 
exposed to his best poetry,” says the 
actor. “I liked the way Andrew Davies 
had dramatised this man running out 
of road, as it were, in his life. He’d 
done it really well - he’s a great writer. 
That they should have even offered it 
to me was a wonderful thing.” 

As well as his writing, Thomas was 
famous for his voice thanks to the 


numerous times he appeared in 
public to read his own work - and 
getting his vocal characteristics right 
was crucial to Hollander’s 
performance. 

“Because he’s a very well recorded 
performer, it was very easy to 
discover what he sounded like as a 
recording artist. It was harder to find 
out what he sounded like as a man. I 
sense that he was putting on a 
performing voice, a declamatory 
poetry style, but he can’t have been 
talking like that in real life. Or maybe 
he was...” 

Although the focus of A Poet in New 
York is on the latter part of Thomas’s 
life, there are scenes in which he’s a 
younger man, which gave Hollander a 
weighty problem - Thomas piled on 
the pounds during his later years, 
becoming bloated thanks to his love 
of the demon drink. 

“Eating a lot made me feel ill and 
the whole thing made me feel 
dreadful. Without going into the details 
of it there were unpleasant physical 
side effects of overeating.” 

The story begins as Thomas arrives 
in the Big Apple, en route to 


Hollywood where he plans to write an 
opera with Stravinsky. 

The trip west is self-funded, but 
Thomas needs to raise the cash by 
taking part in a production of Under 
Milk Wood at Manhattan’s prestigious 
Poetry Centre, followed by a tour of 
talks and readings. But he never 
completed them. 

Friends later remarked how ill he 
looked during his stay in New York, 
and he was taken sick on several 
occasions before finally going gentle 
into that good night following a four- 
day coma. 

“It’s a sympathetic portrayal of self- 
destruction and it allows you to get 
inside him,” explains Hollander. 

“Tales of self-destruction 
themselves are often not fun to watch, 
but it’s because you see the two 
things at the same time - you see the 
poetry and everything that was 
greatest about him at the same time 
as you’re seeing him destroy himself.” 

The excellent supporting cast 
includes Essie Davis, Phoebe Fox, 
Ewen Bremner, Celt Llewellyn Jones, 
Jamie Ballard, Demetri Goritsas and 
Jason May.

This week it is 30 years since the very first 
Ibiza rolled off the production line in SEAT’S 
Zona Franca factory. 

Since that day, the Ibiza has remained SEAT’S most 
iconic and popular car, with sales approaching five 
million across three decades and four generations. 

The car was a game-changer for SEAT, the first designed 
and developed completely by the Spanish company from 
start to finish - with a little help from some friends. Namely, 
collaborations with Giorgetto Giugiaro’s Italdesign design 
company, coachbuilder Karmann, and Porsche helped 
make the Ibiza a truly cutting-edge small car, and the foun¬ 
dation of 30 years of ongoing success. 

The very embodiment of the Spain of the ‘80s, the first 
SEAT Ibiza was ambitious, dynamic and ground-breaking. 
Its name, taken from the Mediterranean island, reinforced 
the exotic image given to it by virtue of its Spanish roots. 

The backdrop chosen for the world premiere of the SEAT 
Ibiza was the prestigious Paris Motor Show in 1984, and 
from then on the car has gone from strength to strength, 
achieving success both in its domestic market and abroad, 
with almost seven of every ten produced exported; 69 per 
cent of 5,000,000 total Ibiza production has been exported 
to more than 75 countries worldwide. 

The most important markets for the Ibiza during the early 
years were Italy, France, Germany, United Kingdom, Portu¬ 
gal and Mexico, in addition to Spain. 

SEAT will celebrate this resounding and continued suc¬ 
cess with the launch of a 30th anniversary model, set to go 
on sale in June. 

SEAT ended the ‘80s with production and sales records, 
and became a member of the Volkswagen Group. Until 
1993 the brand’s activity had been concentrated in the Bar¬ 
celona Zona Franca, but its membership of a new group, 
the success of its new models, and the need to increase 
production meant that a new industrial production complex 
was required. SEAT would be provided with a new modern 
factory next to its technical centre in Martorell, opened in 
1991. 

The second-generation Ibiza would be the first vehicle 
built at SEAT’S new Martorell production facility. More than 
that, the establishment of the new factory would give rise to 
the creation of a suppliers’ industrial estate, which at that 
time comprised 20 companies. 

Today Martorell remains one of the most modern and flex¬ 
ible factories in Europe, its international standing attested 
to when SEAT received the ‘Automotive Lean Production’ 
award. Almost 700 Ibiza vehicles are built every day on Mar- 
torell’s Line 1, employing around 1,600 people directly; all 
told, SEAT generates direct and indirect employment for ap¬ 
proximately 70,000 families. 

Distinguished 

The Ibiza is 100 per cent SEAT, since it was the first vehi¬ 
cle designed and developed in its entirety by the company. 
Design has always formed part of the Spanish brand’s DNA, 
and in the case of the Ibiza the four generations have borne 
the hallmark of distinguished names in the field of automo¬ 
tive design. 

For the first generation of the Ibiza (1984-1993), SEAT 
collaborated with Italdesign, the company of world famous 
Italian designer Giorgetto Giugiaro, with Karmann for the de¬ 
velopment of the bodywork, and Porsche for the technology 
of the ‘System Porsche’ engines. 

There was a clear aesthetic leap in the second generation 
(1993-2002), which again bore the hallmark of Giugiaro. The 
lines were rounded and aerodynamic, and the car given a 
level of equipment and mechanical sophistication that were 
in those days normally only found in cars in the segments 
above. 

Italian designer Walter de’Silva, the current head of de¬ 
sign at the Volkswagen Group, was responsible for the out¬ 
line of the third-generation Ibiza (2002-2008), which took 
another step forward in manufacture quality, engine range 
and dynamic performance. Walter de’Silva introduced more 
attractive aesthetics, while the car’s dynamic prowess took 
another leap forward thanks to the ‘Agile Chassis’ concept 
developed by SEAT’S technical centre in Martorell. 

The current generation of the Ibiza (2008 onwards) is the 
work of Luc Donckerwolke, head of design at SEAT in 2008 
and formerly of Lamborghini. The concept of ‘Arrow Design’ 
was introduced with the 2008 Ibiza, resulting in a car distinc¬ 
tively sportier than its predecessors.The first SEAT Ibiza with 
a clear sports calling was the SXI with a 100 PS engine, the 
forerunner of the current Cupra and FR versions. In 1996, 
the company presented the Cupra version, with a 2.0-litre 
150 PS engine, offering outstanding performance and a dis¬ 
tinctly sporty image. 

The Ibiza Kit Car was a much-awaited launch, with which 
SEAT achieved a brilliant triumph in the FIA 2.0-litre World 
Rally Championships - a success that was repeated in 1997 
and 1998.

ALBION’S 38th fixture of a troubled season 
spoke for the previous 37 - deeply flawed, 
briefly promising, ultimately disappointing. 

This has been the first campaign since the club’s 
last Premier League relegation in 2009 in which Al¬

There was to be no uplift¬ 
ing valediction, no rousing 
statement of support for 
Pepe Mel and his troubled 
tenure.

Caretaker 

Ex-Albion captain Derek 
Mclnnes, who was last week
